REMARKS 

Claims 1-17 and 20-22 are all the claims pending in the application. Claims 1, 8, 12, 21, 
and 22 are independent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-17 and 20 are allowed. 

In view of the fact that claim 17 was indicated as being allowed, Applicant has added 
new independent claims 21 and 22, which have the same scope as original dependent claims 17/1 
and 17/8. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1-11, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kawamura (6,360,287) in view of Lo et al. (6,324,178). 

Statement of Substance of Interview 

In a teleconference with the Examiner Nguyen, on March 21, 2005, the Examiner 

indicated that the recitations of dependent claims 18 and 19 are not disclosed by the prior art of 
record. Accordingly, Applicant has added the recitations of dependent claims 18 and 19 to 
claims 1 and 8, respectively.
